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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 2/8/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. With respect to the independent claims, Brant discloses the metadata containing the 
address of the block in the storage device by teaching in column 14, lines 15+, that each valid 
entry in the copyback cache includes a header containing the correct logical volume, sector 
number and number of sectors. In addition to this header, the copyback cache also contains an 
error correction block (column 5, lines 1-5). Data and metadata is written to the copyback cache 
as disclosed in figure 5 A. The data block and corresponding ECC block are copied to the proper 
location (indicated address) in the RAID (column 5, lines 5-10). Also, a directory table 
containing the location in the array where there data block is ultimately to be stored is kept in the 
storage array memory (column 8, lines 19-30). 

3. With respect to claims 15, 30, and 42, the Apphcant alleges that the ECC of Cheong 
concerns detecting whether there is an error in the memory address, not the metadata. With 
respect to the independent claims, the Applicant argues that the metadata must contain the 
memory address. Therefore, an error in the memory address would constitute an error in 
metadata.
